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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



This report covers the period from September 1, 1923, 
to date. 

During this time there has been an extensive epidemic 
of measles, and a few scattered cases of the other reportable 
diseases. 

There were 385 cases of measles reported. One hundred 
fifty-two families have been under quarantine for this disease 
alone. Tlie epidemic was mildly severe, and a number of 
cliildren have been quite ill of the disease and its sequelae. 
Only one death occurred however, whicli was attributable to 
measles. 

There have been three cases of scnrlet fever in tlie village. 
It has seemed impossible to trace the out-break to its source. 
But I suspect that tliere may have been mild cases in the 
schools that would escape the notice of any teacher or nurse. 
And in this connection it would seem that parents cannot be 
too careful in allowing a child to attend school, with a slight 
sore throat. 

Diphtheria appeared in a large family at tlie Doul)le Roads. 
Fortunately, only two of the children were ill of the disease. 
Although other members of the family were found to harbor 
the bacilli. 

Mumps is prevalent. Three cases have been reported thus 

far. 

One ease each of chicken pox, whooping cough, pneumonia, 
and erysipelas were reported. 

Typhoid fever Avas found to be the cause of illness in a 
family living on West St. Thus far the mother and three of 
the children are the only ones suffering from the disease, whicli 
appears to ])e in a mild form. 

Sami3>s of the village water supply liave been analysed 
at the State laboratory. This is regularly done once in three 
months. All reports show the water to be pure.
